Positioning For Audio 

Proper positioning ol iHc speaker within lhe listening room is of primary importance in 
order m Jibe 1 ,* che b«t possible sound Room reflections, furnnure pbcemeiai, heavy 
draperies, window reflections and w on can influence sonu quality: balance and the

FDr besi htercnetleti, ihc jokers should be plnced at Least 7-10 feet apan. At nme, 
anglmg the speaker slight Lrward toward the listening position will add ^overall 
spo^icKiMicsfi and deGw 3 mora Jiaiistic soundsiage Try 10 avoid pbrtng flmuiandmg 
Speakers directly against ihc wall, or in comeis orthe room, because tins :n;iv :-.k nl:.v 
depth d nnd EfetK excessive boominess. Ifytkt must plaL-c the bpcakcra higher 
than car Level, tilt ihcm downward to direct the tweeters rowaid ywtaii. 

For optimujci performance, bookshelf speaks should be placed either on a bookshelf, 
a pedestal orwalknnuinMd. 
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Positioning For Home Theater 



There are a number id ; u position the speakers tor ™ro"£: playback in a home theater 
installation, if the speakers an: p^iimntxl properly lor home theaier they will be suitable for 
audio and video playback. 

The left and tight front speakers should be plaixd al unhide thf TV monitor; however, drey 
should be at leas: 24 1 away to prevent color smearing'. The Video Speaker rati be placed on 
top oJ the TV monitor (since it is specially shielded to prevent stray magnetic: radiatmn 
fi uin ini^rftTiriN wiih she picture) or placed on the floor below the IX tilted upward 
toward the listener fnr n m x i m i l m >a i n i t; j mpact. 

The subwoofers priinary r location &f uxikJ be on the same line with the kit or right front 
speaker. If bass response; is not adequately deep : tlu^n ih^ suhwonler may be moved closer 
to a wall, or !or maximum bass, moved into a comer. 

The rear speakers can be placed alongside, or behind, the listeners position. Final 
placement will dL:[K:ri(J nn ronrn acoustics, availability of space Sftd listeners preference. 

Many listeners do tint like having a sound source coming directly from behind. Placing the 
rear speakers on the side and slightly to the rear may pHJviifc a mnrr balanced surround 
sound [kit!
